called to Section 130 of the ve¬ 
hicle act, o.-.-entials of which are: 

.Motorist must first ascertain 
whether or not a movement can 
he made in safety, if not, he must 
wait.

ROCK COMPANY SOLVES PROBLEM 

C OMMENTING on the pui’chase of addi¬ 
tional motor trucks by the Union Rock 
Company, which operates on the public' 
highways, which are constructed of mate¬ 
rial sold by the company, which also furn¬ 
ishes materials for worn out roads, the Co¬ 
vina Citizen says: 

“Now here are 231 trucks, enough to 
stretch out for two miles in length, all of 
them monsters weighing many tons, and 
when loaded they test the roads to the limit. 
The Union Rock Company solves the prob¬ 
lem of peiT)etual motion so far as it relates 
to filling the treasury vaults of the company 
with tax payer’s gold. Here is the method: 

“The .company first sells road materials to 
the board of supeiwisors at a price eminent¬ 
ly satisfactory to the company. Then it 
sends out its two-mile fleet of tivicks to 
wear out the pavement and succeeds. Then 


lit sells more materials for repairs so that 
it can use its fleet of motor trucks to wear 
out the pavement some more. Then, when 
the pavement is utterly ruined and must 
be rebuilt, the company sells the rock and 
gravel and sand to build another road so 
that it can send out its fleet of trucks and 
ruin it again. They have a national bank 
beat a mile.

Besides, the market 
for citrus fruits is fairly stabilized. So 
there is no agricultural depression in South¬ 
ern California.
